On December 1, 2010, at 1923 hours, Deputy O 0 O 


was involved in an on-duty, non-hit shooting. 


DENY developed information that Daniel Williams (later identified as the 
suspect) intended to murder Deputy Matt Taylor. Earlier in the year, Deputy Taylor was 
involved in an on-duty shooting wherein a member of Suspect Williams’ street gang, 

as killed by Deputy Taylor. Deputy ARI obtained a Ramey 
warrant for Suspect Williams. 


Deputy O learned that Suspect Williams’ 


was 
staying at Oscar’s Motel, at 1712 Wilmington Blvd. Deputy nd his partners, 
Deputies Sather and hoping Suspect Williams would visit his} developed 


an plan to arrest Suspect Williams at the motel. 
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After a containment of the motei had been set up, Suspect Williams arrived and entered 
Ms oic! room. Deput land his partners began to approach the 
motel room on foot. Apparently Suspec’ lams became aware of the surveillance and 
exited the room via a north window. 


As Deputy closed the distance between himself and Suspect Williams, 
Suspect Williams began to scale a cinder block wall directly north of the motel room. As 


he scaled the wall, Deputy <2» a weapon in Suspect Williams’ right hand. 
Believing Suspect Williams was about to shoot him, —_ E one round 
from his Sig Sauer 45 caliber semi-automatic handgun. The Suspect managed to get 
over the wall and fell to the ground on the other side where he was arrested without 
incident. 

No weapons were found in the suspect’s possession, in Ms DOG room or in 
Suspect Wiliams’ vehicle. One .45 caliber casing was recovered at the scene, but the 
bullet was not located. Itis believed the bullet hit a trash dumpster (Refer to Exhibit “D” 
Photograph “C” and ricocheted to the pavement below. 


IAB Note: The vehicle Suspect Williams drove to Oscar’s Motel, a Toyota Rav4, 
was stolen (Refer to Exhibit “A” Incident Report).

Suspect Daniel Williams was a named suspect in a number of violent felony crimes in and 
around Carson Station’s a area, further, he had threatened to murder Deputy Matt 


Taylor. Deputy obtained a Ramey warrant for Sı illiams’ arrest. 
Through the course and scope of his assignment at OSS, Deput learned that 
Suspect Williams might be in Carson Station's area. Deputy] had been in 
contact with Suspect Williams parole officer Enc had_learned that Suspect 


Williams was a parolee at large, armed_and dangerous. Deput had also 
been in contact with Suspect Williams’ Ms. 


On November 30, 2010, Deputy camed that O possibly staying 
at Oscar's Motel, located at 1712 Wilmington Blvd. 


nd Deputy Kitchen conducted a surveillance_of the motel and 
confirmed that Ms as staying at pia oo" number Hoping Suspect 
Williams might visit hi: Deputy set in motion a plan to apprehend 
him. Deputy otified L.A. Clear of his intended operation, and notified the 
Carson Station COPS team of his operation. He notified his team sergeant, Marc A. 
Lucio. lof the operation. As Sergeant Lucio was not in the area, Deputy 
tified Carson Field Sergeant Kenji Mashiko of the operation. 


Deputy| had been working on the Williams case for several months. He was 
very familar with him, and when a was advised that a white Rav4 with 
paper plates had driven to the motel and_an individual who matched Suspect Williams’ 
description had entered room # Depu n his partners, Deputies Sather 
am :-:: putting together a plan on how to safely get the suspect and Ms. 


ut of the motel room. 


Since esin hac Ms EN telephone number, he was going to call 


her and see if he could get her to step out of the room. Before he had a chance to put 
this plan into action, he was advised by Deputy Brandon Love that Suspect Williams may 
haveseer them. Moments later, Deputy Billoups notified Dera M- Suspect 
Wiliams was exiting the motel room via the norih rear window. 


pAn SAGI he and his partners were running across the parking lot, toward 
the motel room, their weapons were drawn. — in front. Deputy

He came out the window, no shirt on, no hat, no nothing. So | immediately, | 
immediately knew it was Danie] Williams. And he had a black object in his hand. 
As he came out the window, he didn't fall, but he came to his like a squatting kind 
of position. He came down as he jumped out the window. 
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He jumps out, he turns around. Notimmediately thinking he's going to have to hop 
that wall. So my perception was that he's going to probably either bolt to the right 
or to the left And as he turned to the right, he picked himself up from that squatted 
position. Came up, he turned toward me, | saw Fim first and as he turned toward 
me, I, he came up and I saw that black object in his hand. | believed it to be a 
small firearm. He comes up and in a fluid motion, as he's putting his hand on the 
wall or as he's beginning to hop over the wall, he turns around, looks at me. | gave 
him commands, “Stop, Sheriffs Department, get cn the ground." and then once he 
turned, he came up with that object and | shot one round and it happened so fast, 
before | know it, he's on the wall and he's over the wall. While all that's going on, 
we continued to make the distance moving north and also to the west, because 
we're covered by a chainlink fence. So there is that opening there. As soon as he 
hops over the fence, | close my distance while these units, Billoups and Edwards 
are also moving east, along that block wall. |! get close enough where my gun 
drawn on him, tell him to prone out and then I'm not over on the other side, but still 
east of the chainlink fence, gun drawn. "Don't move, get your hands up.” and then 
Billoups and Edwards came out and arrested him. 


IAB Note: Deputy O struck a green metal trash container, 
refer to Exhibit “D” Photograph “C.” No other potential points of impact were 
identified. The distance between oe en Suspect Williams 
at the time of the shooting was approxmately twenty feet. This was 


determined from Deput Sather’s an stimation on 
the sketch drawn by Deputy Sather, Refer to Exhibit “H.” 


The LASD crime lab was summoned at the time of the shooting, but were 
unable to respond due to heavy calls for service. Therefore, Sergeant Hill 
photographed the scene. 


Deputy EE stated his backdrop was the six-foot cinder block wall. He stated both 
Deputy Sather and Deputylllvere behind him. Deput escribed the 
lighting as that provided by lights on the back of the motel. Deputy} has a light 
mounted on his weapon, however it has to be manually turned on. Depressing the 
weapon's trigger will not activate it. Deputy coud not recall if he switched the 
light on. He did not have his Streamlight with him at the time of the shooting. 


Regarding crossfire with other units that were in the containment, Deputy 
knew the unit that was to the northwest of the motel complex, Deputies Billoups and 
Edwards were not in any crossfire situation. 


Deputy tated a rolled up black T-shirt was recovered, and it appears that the 
T-shirt was the object — seen in Suspect Williams’ right hand. The 
black T-shirt was recovered and subsequently placed into evidence.

Deputy Steven B. Sather, 7 


Deputy Sather was interviewed by IAB Sergeants Scoit Hill and Scott Graham on 
December 1, 2010, at 2230 hours. The interview was digitally audio recorded. The 
narrative which follows is intended only as a synopsis of the IAB interview. Additional 
information and precise wording may be obtained by reviewing Deputy Sather’s recorded 
interview. 


Deputy Sather is a fifteen-year veteran of the Los Angeles County Sheriff's Department 
He has been assigned to Carson Station OSS for the past year. 


Deputy Sather stated he first learned of Daniel Williams in October of 2010. Another gang 
member, not a “Catskill Street” gang member, toid Deputy Sather that “Moreno” (Daniel 
Williams) from “Catskill Street” and another gang member, aka. 
a cc talking about killing Deputy Matt Taylor. Deputy Taylor was involved in 
an on-duty shooting wherein a “Catskill Street” gang member was shot and killed by 
Deputy Taylor. 


Through a series of informants, Deputy Sather learned that enn | Daniel 
Williams [vas staying at “ ’s Motel” at 1712 Wilmington Blvd. Suspecting 
that Daniel Williams would visit ; Dent =n Kitchen set up 
surveillance on the motel. Deputy er had learned from his informants that Daniel 
Williams is known for stealing vehicles and that he carries a 38-caliber revolver. 


A Ramey Warrant for the arrest of Daniel Williams on the charge of conspiracy to commit 
murder was obtained. Daniel Williams was also a “Parolee at Large.” 


After briefing their supervisor, OSS Sergeant Lucio and the other deputies involved in the 
operation, Deputy Sather set up a containment around 1712 Wilmington Blvd., Room 


The containment consisted of two “take down” bl: white patrol vehicles (four OSS 
deputies), himself, and Denote MA- Deputies Sare MA 
orl sitting in a pick-up truck in a parking lot just to the east of Oscar’s Motel, 
refer to Exhibit “D” Photograph “A.” This location offered an unobstructed view of the 
motel. Additional OSS deputies were available in the field if needed. 

IAB Note: Deputy Sather was asked to sketch the scene, Refer to Exhibit "H." 
During their surveillance of Oscar's Motel, Deputies Sather, =. 
an individual matching Daniel Williams’ description enter Ms| room. Via his 
cellular phone, Deputy Sather directed the black and white patrol vehicles to take up 
positions to the north and south of the motel.

IAB Note: Deputy Sather stated he avoids using an LASD radio to communicate 
during surveillance due to the availability of police radio scanners. 


After directing the patrol units to move into position, Deputies Sather, i= =| and 
lexited the pick-up, drew their weapons, and began to approach the motel room. 
ey crossed the empty parking lot, refer to Exhibit “D” Photograph, “A.” 


Apparently, Suspect Williams had seen one of the patro! vehicles in the containment after 
they began to move. He fled the motel room via a north rear window. 


1AB Note: Just prior to ordering the black and white patrol vehicles to take up new 
containment position, Deputy Sather requested an Aero unit. Due to a high priority 
call in another area, the Aero unit was unavailable. 


As the three deputies approached the motel, Deputies B o ere in 
front of Deputy Sather. Deputy Sather stated he had an unobstructed view of Suspect 
Williams. Deputy Sather said, “He comes out of this window and up on the fence. As 
he's up on the fence, he's, he has his hands down by his waist. 


IAB Note: The fence Deputy Sather is referring to is actually a cinder block wall, 
refer to Exhibit “D” Photograph “B.” 


Deputy Sather was asked if both of Suspect Williams’ hands were by his waist. Deputy 
Sather said, “Just one.” Deputy Sather stated Suspect Williams’ right hand was by his 
waist.

He has his other hand, goes to the fence. The left hand goes up on the fence. He 
pulls himself up, he comes up and that's when I did not see a gun [sic]. But he 
comes from the waistband, because you know, he comes from the waistband, | 
believe that he had a gun. He comes up. That's when | hear the shot. He comes 
up, shot and my gun's out. We go, he falls over the fence. Gets over that fence, 
can't see him. 


Deputy Sather was asked if he saw anything in Suspect Williams’ right hand, he said, “I 
didn’t see. | don't know. | can't say no, | can't say yes.” Deputy Sather stated he knew 
Suspect Williams was known to carry weapons. After telling IAB investigators that 
Suspect Williams was known to carry a weapon, Deputy Sather said, “I believe that yes, 
he did have a firearm in his hand.” 


Based on his conflicting statements, Deputy Sather was asked the following question, “Did 
you actually see a weapon in his hand?” Deputy Sather responded, “No.”

When Deputies Sather En eached a chain link fence that borders 
the motel’s east property line, they could see Suspect Williams laying face down on the 
pavement. They could see that he was not hit. They ordered him to remain lying on the 
ground. 


Two of the OSS take-down deputies (Billoups and Edwards) handcuffed Suspect Williams 
without further incident. 


Deputy Sather stated there was no communication between himself and Deputy 
a to the shooting. Deputy Sather stated the situation was unraveling too 


quickly. 


Deputy Sather stated the reason he did not fire his weapon was due to his position. Both 
Deputies o dere in tront of him.

Prior to seeing Suspect Williams exit the window, it was Deputy tention to take 
up a position of cover and order Suspect Williams to exit the room. 


As they approached the room, Deputy Sather saw some movement inside the room 


through the windows located on the south side of the room. As Deputy Sather 
an pproached the motel room through the parking lot east of the motel, 
Deputy oted the noise of gushing water. Apparently Suspect Williams had broken 


a water pipe as he exited the window. The gushing sound drew Deputy ‘e tion 
to the source. 


Deputy fih oticed Suspect Wiliams exiting the mote! room via the north window. 
After Suspect Williams exited the window, Depute it appeared he was 


struggling to get over the wall. Asked if he saw a weapon In Suspect Williams’ right hand, 
Deputy 2c, “t didn’t see a weapon.” 
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Deputy Es ited Deput | ES standing to his right when the shooting 
occurred. Depu’ tated there was no communicatio hooting. After 
the shooting, Deput looked at Deputies Sather na see if either 
was injured. Satisfied that both were uninjured, he focused his attention on Suspect 
Wiliams who was now on the other side of the wall, face down on the pavement. 


As Suspect Williams was lying on the ground, Depus asked if he saw 
anything that resembled a weapon (cell phone, etc.) near him. eputy B =<. “No.” 


Personnelwho were on the same side of the cinder block wall were instructed to handcuff 
Suspect Williams. They handcuffed him without further incident.
